In All The Correspondence Between Washington And Madrid The 


Principal Demand Of The United States Was Only For Peace.

Payne said: "There were those on 
this side who stood by our patriotic 
president in the endeavor to stem the 
tide of war, believing that we could 
bring about the freedom oi' Cuba with- 
out the loss of a single American life." 


Representative Charles H. Grosven- 


or oil the same day saiil: "I believe if 
it had not been for the accident of the 
explosion of the Maine we would nev- 
er have had a war with Spain, and 
&11 the results that followed would 
have beau worked out except the 
Philippine question." 


Secretary Long gave countenance 


to the same notion at. Newport News 
on Decembr 28, 1001 by saying that 
with a navy as large as we now have 
there would have been no war with 
Spain; that she would have come to 
terms without battle, "as she 
was 


vevy near coming." 


These distinguished men would not. 


have made these public assertions if 
they had not forgotten that Spain was 
not asked to- grant freedom to Cuba as 
a condition of grace 
Yet, indeed, 


they may not have known of the omis- 
sion 
:' ' 


The assertion that 
Spain would 


have done this has been many times 
made by those who opposed the decla- 
ration of war in April, 1898. 


They make it, not as an interesting 


and possibly valuable expression of 
their opinion ( but 
as 
a 
reproach 


against the successful advocates of 
immediate war. 
It is not easy to re- 


fute the opinion. It is easy to repel 
the reproach. 


The advocates of war were willing 


to wait the answer of Spain to a re- 
quest made as a condition, of peace, 
that she should yield independence to 
Cuba. But they could not learn that 
any such request had been or would 
be made. There could have been no 
wisdom in waiting, there is no re- 
proach for not waiting for an answer 
to a request which was iiot made and 
which the controlling power had de- 
cided should not be made. 


The opponents of war may be bound 


to reproach them selves because they 
made no such request and therefore 
war- came. It is possible that Spain 
would have yielded to such a request; 
and the responsibility for not at any 
time making it must rest, in history, 
upon the peace party which conducted 
the negotiations with Spain, at the end 
of which the war came.

The foregoing is, however, not the 


whole narrative. It does appear that 
our- government suggested that two 
demands additional to those above 
recited should be made.

It is nec- 


essary to look at this part of the 
case fully and with care. 
' March 26, 1898, Mr. Day te'e- 
graphed Mr. Woodford: 
"The pres- 


ident's desire is for peace." "Peace 
is the desired end," and closes: 


"For your own. guidance, the presi- 


dent suggests that if Spain will re- 
voke the reconcentration. order and 
maintain, the people until they ca^' 
support themselves and offer to the 
Cubans full self government1, with 
reasonable indemnity, the president 
will gladly assist in its consumma- 
tion" (page 704). 


The above two dispatches 
show 


that Mr. Day "suggests" a request 
for Cuban independence he dors not j 
instruct Mr. Woodford to make it; 
that Mr. Woodford docs not, want to 
make it, does not want such an a ••> 
wer to his inquiry as will compel 
him to make it, and desires to evade 
making it; that ho wishes to obtain 
authority to try to obtain first an 
armistice and second peace, leaving 
Cuba under Spanish sovereignty; uf 
footing, however, to 
believe 
that 


"during the summer" an 
arrange- 


ment vvill be reached by which "Cuba 
will be como practically independ- 
ent or pass from Spanish control." 


Later it. will 
appear 
that 
Mr. 


Woodford did not mean nor desire 
to haveCuba independent, and 
ho did not. Mr. Day, it now appears, 
had conclyded to be careful and sue- j 
cine. 


Sunday. March 27. 1898, Mr. Day 


directs Mr. Woodford to see if the 
following can be done:

tlonal power vested by the Cuban 
constitution, in the central govern-* 
ment. 
If I can secure those two 


things with absolute and immediate

More than a year after the war had 


ended Mr. Davis told two senators 
that he owed them an explanation. 
He then referred to the 
telegram, 


which he re-asserted he had seen and 
ut the time believed sent, but he sai 1 
that later he came to lean), that it 
had not been sent. 
He imputed no 


bad faith to any one, only a change 
of purpose, but he said that he t'olt 
bound to inform the two senat .r* 
that, he had learned that any inten-

This the British 
people are now coming to fully appreci- 
ate. For a great empire to belabor 
what Lord Salisbury the other clay de- 
scribed as a "wretched little popula- 
tion" is not, at best, an operation glo- 
rious for the great empire, but that the 
wretched little population should de- 
feat the great empire in pitched ba't- 
tles and should successfully defy it a,ail 
stand It off for two years and a half 
Is discouraging and humiliating. To 
be fighting for all this time without 
decisive successes and wlta a numer- 
ical superiority of twenty to one and 
to have its unsuccessful attempts to 
end hostilities jeered by its neighbors 
as the impotence of a big bully—this is 
a condition of things calculated to dis- 
gust any nation with the war that Iiaa 
brought it about. 


It would eeem that motives of self 


Interest, if not of humanity and justice, 
would constrain Great Britain to ac- 
cept terms of peace, even if they should 
fail considerably short of 
Iain's sweeping demands.

This is for precau 
Uonary purposes, so that there shall be 
no hasty or ill considered entrance into 
a dispute. 


Again, there are no boards of concil- 


iation, as in New Zealand. This means 
that there will be no preliminary iiives 
tigatious, tbe dispute being taken 
straight into court, thereby preventing 
delay and decreasing expense. Another 
and most important innovation con- 
t>.sts in making it a misdemeanor by 
employees to strike or by employers to 
lock out either before a reference or 
during its progress. There is to be no 
ccbsntion of Industrial operations pend- 
ing the settlement of the dispute. It Is 
stated that this is the first instance of 
an attempt being made in any legisla 
ture to treat a quarrel between a tuns 
ter and his workmen as a public nui- 
sance which ought to be prohibited, 
just as any brawl in a public place.

of the union by suit brought In the ar 
bitratlon court. Tho funds of a trades 
union are, howe\er, protected against 
any liability except under this act. 


Every employer employing on an a% 


erage not less than tlfty hands pei 
month, any association of employers 
liny incorporated company or associa- 
tion of incorporated companies cm 
ploying the same number, can be regls 
tered us an industrial union, and any 
trades union can also be registered 
Ample powers arc conferred on tlie 
registrar of the court with a view to 
keeping a guard over the financial sta 
bllity aud general management of an 
industrial union, and a schedule 01 
rules is attached to tho act dealing with 
those subjects which are to be compul 
sory on all unions. 


The court is to be composed of a 


judge of the state supreme court as 
president and two members, one each 
elected from among the employers and 
employees respectively. Tbe method of 
electing these members is prescribed, 
and every care has been taken to make 
the court au independent tribunal. It 
has large powers, atid there is no ap 
peal from its decision. Every indus 
trial dispute can be referred to tin- 
court either by an industrial union or 
by the registrar of the court. This 
power vested in the registrar is an im- 
portant feature of the bill. He can do 
it. although the parties themselves are 
'unwilling to do so.kThis, It is anticipat- 
ed, will prevent any evasion of the act 
through nonregistration, and tbe regis- 
tration will be under the ministerial di- 
rection of the state attorney general. 


Tbe orders of the court may be en- 


forced, as in New Zealand, by injunc- 
tion or by fines and penalties levied 
both on the corporate funds of the un- 
ion and on individual members, but 
they are also enforceable by another 
method, upon the efficiency of which 
will probably depend tbe success ot 
failure of the act, the declaration of a 
common rule. Briefly put. tbe common 
rule enactment gives tbe court power 
to declare that any practice, usage, 
etc., shall, wltb such limitations as the 
court shall specify, become a common 
rule for all persons employed in the 
particular 
industry 
under 
review. 


\ylien once It Is declared, it must be 
obeyed, just as a regulation under the 
factories acts, tbe inspectors under 
which will be intrusted with Its en- 
forcement No one is obliged, to con- 
form' to tbe common ruW except by this 
form of compulsion, that no one Is al- 
lowed to carry on bis industry unlest 
be does conform to It It will, however, 
be open to nny person aggrieved to ap- 
ply to tbe court to be excluded from 
the common rule, and tbe court has full 
power at any time to vary its orders.

Jocks out or iustigatea 
to either Is gltilty of a misdemeanor, 
which may be punished by imprison- 
ment or fine. If * dispute arises, it 
must be referred to tbe court. He also 
believes that there will be a great ex- 
tension of trades unionism and of com- 
bination among employers. Tbe tend- 
ency will be more and more for large 
bodies of workmen to make bargains 
with large bodies of employers—in oth- 
er words, there will be collective bar- 
gaining about labor instead of every 
Individual making terms for himself. 


The general result, Mr. Wise affirms, 


will be to give greater stability to in- 
dustry. Employers need no longer be 
afraid that their calculations will be 
upset by n sudden cessation of work, 
because, though disputes may arise, 
work must go on while the dispute is 
being settled by tbe court. Contractors 
will also be able to make bargains with 
the trades unions for wages to be paid 
during the progress of any work, and 
these bargains can be legally enforced 
like any other contract. 


On the other hand, the workman is 


in a position of greater security, both 
because he knows he cannot be locked 
out and because the court in the exer- 
cise of its powers can take cognizance 
of any abuse or injustice or wrong in 
the condition of his employment and 
by the exercise of its power to declare 
a common rule level up tbe conditions 
of employment In every industry to 
those which prevail in tbe best con- 
ducted establishments. Thus sweating 
ought to become a thing of the past. 
Trades unions will also be relieved from 
the danger of having their funds frit- 
tered away in*what is called a "sympa- 
thy" strike. In the past the wealthy 
unions have often had to support the 
weaker unions and haje been driven 
into strikes when they themselves have 
had no dispute with their employers. 
Should tho act fulfill the anticipations 
formed It will prove the precursor of 
a peaceful revolution in the Industrial 
world.—Sydney Letter in Chicago Inter 
Ocean 


California Labor In Politico. 


A letter of thanks from a carpenters 


and joiners' union down in the lower 
end of California, recently received, 
Representative Needharn looks upon 
as significant of political changes In 
that state. "It was In commendation 
of my attittide ou the Chinese ques 
'tion," said 5Lr_ Ncedbam, "and came 
from the secretary of the union, whom 
I have always known as a Republican 
He informed me that, while he and 
many others preferred to work in the 
Republican party, they nevertheless 
had a great Interest in the organization 
of a labor party in that section. 


"This proved quite a surprise to me. 


I was aware that the labor interests 
were strongly organized for political 
action in the cities, even In wards and 
precincts of San Francisco. They re- 
cently elected a mayor of San Francis- 
co. This apparently has given thtrn 
courage- to go Into still other sections of 
California. I think it safe to predict 
that there will be independent labor 
tickets in California uoxt jear. They 
will have their own candidates for gov- 
ernor, congress and in many localities 
for the legislature. We believe that the 
vote of this labor party will come 
largely from the Democrats, but it is 
also claimed that a large proportion of 
the skilled laborers are naturally Re- 
publicans. In any event the new labor 
party will inject an element of uncer- 
tainty into California politics."—Wash- 
ington Star. 


The Miner*. 


In his report to the United Mine 


Workers of America, in convention at 
Indianapolis, President Mitchell said: 


"While upon the whole the situation 


In the anthracite fields during the past 
year has been \ eryencouraging, there 
are still some questions which are a 
source of annoyance and which ha^e 
created considerable discontent among 
the mine workers there." 


The report of W. B. Wilson, secreta- 


ry treasurer, showed a decrease of the 
funds of $30,759 notwithstanding the 
increase from the per capita tax caus- 
ed by assistance paid to strikers and 
small returns from strike assessments. 


The membership has increased 42,998 


during the year and outside of strikers 
now numbers 232,329. -The total in- 
come for tbe year was $299,383.99; ex- 
penditures, $330.143.51; balance on 
band Jan. 1. 1901. $12T.807.43; balance 
on hand Jan. 1.1902, $97,047.91.

The signing of tlie treaty between 


the United States and Denmark, by 
which tbe Danish West Indies are to 
become tbe property of thin govern- 
ment, enda a long and intermittent ne- 
gotiation. 
The first proposition to buy 


the islands was made about thirty-five 
years ago, but It fell through, and there 
have from time to time been renewals 
of the negotiations until the present 
consummation of the deal. The Islands 
have been a burden to Denmark, being 
of no strategic value to her cither in 
politics or trade. 


Denmark desiring to dispose of tbe 


Islands, tbe situation .was such that the 
United States could hardly refuse to 
accept a tender of them nt a reasonable 
price. If Denmark had persisted in the 
purpose to sell and the United States 
steadfastly persisted in a refusal to 
buy, we should either have to permit 
tyer to sell to some other power or in- 
voke the Monroe doctrine and prevent 
the change of sovereignty by the threat 
or the actual application of force. 


Except from a strategic point of 


view the Danish West Indies are of 
no great value to tbe United States, 
but undoubtedly they tire worth the 
purchase price, which Is stated to be 
$5,000,000. The inhabitants of the lit- 
tle group are too few really to count 
as n fraction of our total population, 
and the islands are neither large not 
fertile enough to make the productions 
of their soil of much moment even in 
the most favorable circumstances. 


However, strategically the Danish 


West Indies are of considerable value 
to us. Their acquisition extends our* 
Atlantic outposts farther eastward and 
gives us as a na^al base and coaling 
station the splendid landlocked har- 
bor of St. Thomas, which Is regarded 
as the finest in the West Indies. 


The Senate's Blj? Pay Roll. 


Senator Flatt of Connecticut says 


that the cost-of the cleilcal and mes 
Kcnger force of the senate exceeds tho 
salaries and mileage of senators, which 
foot up nearly $000,000 a year. 
Of 


course tho committee and other work 
which falls upon senutois requires the 
employment of a large force. Even if 
there were little work to be done the 
maintenance 
of 
senatorial 
dignity 


would make it necessary to have a 
small army of retainers. 
Rut it hard 


ly seems necessary for a body of nine- 
ty men to surround themselves with 
so many clerks, messengers, doorkeep- 
ers and other retainers ns to make up 
n pay roll of $000,000 a year. No one 
believes that those employees earn tbat 
amount of money or that there Is suf- 
ficient work for such n great forte. 


If there bo any senators who wish to 


shine as reformers and wbo have the 
courage to make themselves disngree- 
ablu to other senators, here Is a field 
for their activity. 
Let them make a 


vigorous fight for the reduction of tho 
array of (senatorial employees. 
The 


senators who may bo zealous for re- 
form can talk about "economy In the 
public expense" and urge their asso- 
ciates to practice It in tho senate by 
cutting down this enormous pay roll. 
Speeches are occasionally made in tbe 
senate in favor of economy, but the 
speakers rarely take the ground that 
economy should begin at home—that 
is, in that august bodj of, which they 
are members. 


Tho relations between Austria and 


Russia, which certain events in eastern 
Europe made somewhat cool, are now 
much moro friendly largely as a conse- 
quence of tbe German customs tariff 
proposals. Those proposals showed that 
there were powers ready to take ad- 
vantage of differences between Russia 
and Austria. Both countries nre pre- 
pared for any eventuality In Servia, 
though the best Information makes the 
reports of a dynastic change prema- 
ture. A dangerous symptom is the- dis- 
satisfaction of the army, which In 
King Milan's time was always loyal. 
However, whatever happens. Russia 
and Austria are both agreed that it 
shall not imperil European peace.

There were 26,147 students 
enrolled and 5,958 teachers in these 
colleges last July. The degree of M. D. 
was conferred on 5,444 students during 
the past >ear. Canada has only 12 
medical colleges. 


The British government has resolved 


to dispense with khaki in the British 
army at tbe close of the campaign in 
South Africa. It \vas oilginally in- 
tended to supply each man with a 
khaki working dress in addition to his 
regimental uniform, but it has now 
been decided to adopt a drab mixture 
for the working costume of the soldier. 


Thirty-six instruments known as 


"Greener's killer" have been ordered 
by the British war office for the pain- 
less and noiseless killing of incapaci- 
tated horsea. Tho Church Society For 
tho Promotion of Kindness to Animals 
In England a year ago petitioned the 
authorities to make use of these in- 
struments on the battlefield and else- 
where. 


Those figures have been gathered to 


show the expense of some large funer- 
als of the past: Queen Victoria's, $173,- 
WO; Lord Nelson's, $200,000; Duke of

Preparing; Dates. 


The preparation of dried dates Is car- 


ried 011 largely at Awabi, and as the 
season had now commenced I took the^ 
opportunity to observe the process and 
was taken round the factories by the 
sheik. The dates selected are picked 
before they are quite ripe. The fac- 
tory had a chimney about fifteen feet 
high and contained several open,'Cir- 
cular, copper boilers, capable of hold- 
ing fiv(5 gallons each and nearly full of 
water. Into these vessels the dates are 
put and allowed to simmer over a slow 
Cre. As tbe water in the copper de- 
creased from evaporation it was filled 
up again, but it gradually became 
Inspissated by the extraction of the 
juice of the date. The fruit is left in 
the water about half an hour and is 
then taken out and spread on mats or 
cloths in the sun to dry, after which' lb 
becomes hard and of a pale red color. 
It Is exported in large quantities from 
Muskat to India.—Geographical Jour- 
nal.

When a Tree I" Girdled by Mice. 
If a tree is girdled by mice, it usual- 


ly dies. If, however, as soon as the 
injury is noticed, the woilnd is cleaned 
and covered with grafting wax and 
wrapped -with cloth so that the air is 
excluded and the wood prevented from 
drying out, the 
sap which rises 


through the soft wood will continue to 
do so, and, returning through the in- 
ner bark, growth will be made all 
around the upper part of the wound, 
and If the latter is not too large there 
is a chance of its healing over. 
If, 


hovrever, the wood becomes dry before 
the' bandage is put on, it will almost 
certainly die. When the wax and band- 
age are applied, tho tree should be 
headed back considerably to lessen-the 
nmtrtnit of transpiration of moisture, 
as there will not be ns much sap rise 
as if the tree were uninjured. Girdled 
trees are sometimes saved by connect- 
ing! the upper and lower edges of the 
girdle with scions, which are inserted 
all around the trunk. Mice may be de- 
stroyed in the orchard by using a mix- 
tur4 ftf'one part by weight of arfcffinlc 
with three parts of cornmeal. To use 
this safely nail two pieces of board 
each six feet long and six inches wide 
together so as to make a trough. In- 
vert tliis near the trees to be protect- 
ed and place about a tablespoonful of 
the poison on a shingle and put it near 
the middle of the run, renewing the 
poison as often as Is necessary.—W. T, 
Macoun, Canada.

ands, and that which remains is a crime 
against civilization. It is also a crime 
against tho Filipiuo people to keep up a 
state of war under the circumstauc.es.. 
They, have worn* out the right to any 
treatment but that which is severe and 
within the laws of war." 
„ Governor Tuft also said that the great 
majority of the people of the islands de- 
sir*) peace, and that th<» iusurrectioaists 
an; by their acts preventing I he mass of 
tin; .people from betlliiigdown and earn- 
ing aj,yuW living, instead of being al- 
IjjjWjj^,!^ do this they ure kept under a 
syfsteilvo(.' terrorism, which should be 
stopped. 


In order to glvo the army Just dues, he 


took up and analyzed its work in the 
islands. lie recalled that as soon as 
Ooneral Otis had received re-pnforce- 
inolitK siitlieieat for his purposes the 
Pliilippinearmy had broken up and scat- 
tered into guerilla bands. On this point 
Agtihialdo and Luna had differed. Luna 
advocating the continuance of the w:ir 
on old lines. So sharp was this differ- 
ence, he said, that Agulualdo had di- 
rected and secured the assassination of 
Lnlia, thus leaving the way open for 
the carrying out of his own plans. In- 
deed, the custom was to order a tn.in's 
death in his absence, and have him 
killed upon his return. The presence of 
tlieso^uerilla bands rendered it ceoes- 
R?iry 
f> to'place garrisons everywhere, 


thoro being at one time as many as 500 
of tlidin. This rendered the work hi - 
fo1lif'flic"army very arduous, but; the 
activity, the skill and the bravery of 
1-iiro 'A'/M'riean troops were such as to 
ren'dity'hte enemy tired of the warfare. 
""•TV Condition of activity continued 
lintn the last presidential election ui the 
TJnMod States," said the governor. '"Jle 
iflstfrg'ttits believed5 that if Mr. Brjan 
should'tti!> elected there would be a 
oh:»iig'<''of'policy and the Islands sur- 
rond^rt'di'plaelng those who were in In- 
surntMioti'Iu charge; but when Mr. Mc- 
Kinley Was eler-ted there was a feeling 
that there would be an indefinite le- 
tentltih' of-the archipelago and that the 
system then in force would be con- 
tinued."

wttrTffi>e'tJovornor Taft said it often re- 
sulted1-in the murder of the Filipinos 
themselves. 
"I venture to say that 


there is not a Filipiuo general or com- 
nvarifllu'g'ofliccr who could not be r-on- 
vietfrt'iot responsibility for tho killing 
ofMlieinown people." This led him to 
speak of the traits of the Filipinos, one 
of which he said is cruelty.

beonjtold by American officers of n any 
instances of mutilation of the corpses of 
oiuasehtHrs. This being true, it was not 
surprising that (here had been some re- 
taliation on the parts of small bands of 
American soldiers. In this Connection 
ho. called attention to the orders of tJen- 
ornl MacArthur. which were, he said. 
very strict. If infractions of propriety 
had occurred ho was sure that they had 
been in the face of direct orders to tlie 
contrary.

the California bushel box. In packing 
he graded to three sizes and packed the 
sizes to fit the box. tiering the different 
sizes to fit the boxes. As they weroireti 
apples he used white paper itnd put i! 
only lu tho bottom of the box, letting 
it come about half way up on the sides 
of the box. After the box was tilled tlie 
bottom was nailed on, the box turned 
over and marked for the best applet 
XXX. those next smaller XX, and ths 
smallest ones X. In shipping'throe 
boxes were counted to the barrel, and 
In figuring the price per barrel three 
bushels were counted per barrel. 


In boxing white apples this shippei 


would use some bright colored paper, 
as a red, blue or green. It may be wel! 
in boxing a red apple to use a cleai 
white or bright yellow. 


Many times people living in the 


crowded city have not the room for a 
barrel of apples1, but they could put a 
box in the corner or some out of tliti 
way place, or if they could not afford 
to buy a whole barrel they could buy a 
box, 
and there are many people thufc 


situated financially, enough of thorn to 
consume many hundreds of barrels in a 
season, and thus almost open up a nc-w 
market for us. It is more work, be- 
cause they have to be graded earefullly 
in order to pack nicely, but not as much 
trouble as one would suppose.

you get used to it it can be done quite 
rapidly. The cost of the box is about 
the same as a barrel.
